The only way in which our Government
has been in the habit of officially patron-
izing music has been in the maintenanee of
the Marive Band at Washington. Asan-
pounced in these columus some weeks ago,
this bhitherto lonely npational musiesl er-
ganization bas secured its first leave of ab-
e2noe for a concert tour through the prin-
cipal cities, including Piitsburg. There
will be two concerts here on Saturdsy,
Msy 2.

A bit of history may be in place just here.
The pamphlet prospectus of the tour must
bear the responsibility for the facts:

The Unlted States Marine Corps, cousisting
of about 2000 members, was created in 1798 as
au adjunct to the Navy. with headguarters in
Washington. The Band of the Unived States
Manne Corps, which is the official title for that
orgunization, dates back to 100 Years ago, when
15 Itallan musicians were enlisted and stationed
in the Marine Harracks, in Washington, for
ri'mu'_! musieal service there and at the

Capitol. Several German members wereshortly
wdded. andthe band met with varyieg favor for
Sowme of itd earler lesaders were
Antonio Pons, who recentl
ears of age; Prol. Trei, who died in
ce, and Franciseo Beala, now retired.
p received po official recoguition till

1850, ana the wusicians were not classified till
a few vears later. Then there were three
classes, now these have been rednced to two.
GGeneral Grant was a warm friend of the band,
